Tax Simplicity Act 


could mean relief

While 40 percent of the tax relief 
from the passage of Jarvis |i would 
benefit the weatthiest-tour percent 
of the population, the passage of 
the Tax Simplicity Act would 
provide tax relief to 92 percent of 
California taxpayers, according to 
the California Tax Reform As 
sociation 

By eliminating most personal 
imcome deductions and es 
tablishing tax free “zero 
brackets’ for the first $10.000 of in 
come for singie people and 
$20,000 of income for coupies, the 
proposition slated for the 
November bailot would provide 
approximately 7,203,277 Califor- 
mans with an average $329 tax cut 
it is estimated 

Beyond the tax income 
limits, additional income is taxed 
at a graduated rate from one to 12 
percent The top 12 percent in 
come level starts at $25,400 for 
single people and $50,800 for 
couples under the proposed tax 
initiative 

However deductions for 
alimony business expenses 
charitable contributions, return of 
Capital and deferred compen- 
sation plans will continue, and the 
dependent tax credit will be raised 
from $9 to $25 

Such a tax cut “would cause no 
loss in state revenue,” said CTRA 
public relations manager Susan 
Najarian. By eliminating corporate 
tax breaks and loopholes and in 
creasing corporate taxes from 96 
to 12 percent, some $950 million 
will be generated 

Such a “dual tax shift” for both 
individual and corporate taxpayers 
“gets to the heart of the matter

“The Soviets in a major departure from anything 
they've done since the Second World War, have now 
exhibited a willingness to use their military forces 
beyond their borders.” Carter said “We must con 
vince the Soviet Union through peaceful means that 


Carter convened the conference to deal with 
reports of a possible release of Americar: captives in 
Iran, but also spoke at length of American reactions 
to the war in Afghanistan 

“What we would first like is aSoviet withdrawal,” 
said Carter, “2nd a commitment that the Soviets 
would not invade another country or use military 
forces beyond their borders to de - stabilize the 
peace.”

Paganism called better 
than Christian society

A society based upon pagan 
tradition rather than Christian 
beliefs was the subject of defense 
in a lecture given: by CSUS History 
Professor Henry Chambers last 
Thursday in the University Union 

The lecture, “Christianity or 
classicism? a defense for clas- 
sicism,” was part of a series of lec- 
tures sponsored hy the Newman 
Forum 


Chambers said a Christian - 
based society has too many res- 
trictions put on it to actually grow 
effectively He said the pagans saw 
Christians as “hostages of God” 
during early European history 

Chambers added that societies 
based on classical lifestyles stand 
a better chance of growing and 
surviving. “The classical man was 
an ethical individual that lived ac- 
cording to nature,” he said 

Chambers based his defense 
for classicism on the pagan and 
Christian ways of life in the Roman 
and Greek systems of the Fourth 
Century 

“What | am trying to do is 
present the other side of the coin 
Chambers said. According to 
Chambers, the reason the Roman 
empire fell was because of the 
“restricted” society that formed 
from the spreading of Christianity 

Chambers gathered his 
material from two historical figures

The CSUS basketball team's

Hayward was led by Terry Hob- 
son with 17 and guard Charles 
Gibson added 14 for the Pioneers 
whose final season record slipped 
to 3-9 in the Far Western 
Conference and 9-18 overall 

Against Sonoma, it was all 
Anderson again In addition to his 
23 points. he and Patterson com 
bined to control the boards and 
shut down the Cossacks’ offense 

The Hornets. with a 39-33 
halftime lead, came out smoking in 
the second half, increasing their 
lead to 49-35 with only 12 minutes 
remaining 


The Cassacks couldn't come 
back and they saw their record slip 
td’ 10-15 as the Hornet fast break 
was im good working order for 
most of the second half 

In addition to Anderson's 23 
points, the Hornets were aided by 
Patterson with 18 and McCarty

Cal storms, illness to take second 


the Hornets have had to compete with only five 
gymnasts. Janet Pottinger is still out with a 
strained right shoulder, and Rhonda Reid, a 
victim of the fiu, was unable to perform 

“Being short - handed puts added pressure on 
the other girls. They have to do well. The best four 
scores count, and with seven competing it 
lessens the load,” Parcher said 


The healthy five gymnasts did account for 
122.9 points, the Aztecs accumulated 132, with 
CSULB at 104. This should not hurt the Hornets’ 
standings, Parcher explained, the number of wins 
and losses are not important. “Total scores are 
important. We could lose all of our meets and stil! 
win the championship, because average team 
scores decide the winner. Ve average around 126 
plus.” 

Contrary to UC Davis coach Pete Gibson's 
report last week, that placed CSUS at No. 7 inthe 
national Div. Ili rankings; CSUS as of the first 
week of Feb. was ranked No. 2. An upset Parcher 
quoted the national rankings in saying, “Davis - 
Adolphus University is No. 1 followed by CSUS 
and UC Davis, with Hayard No. 4. We might have 
changed positions with Davis after last week's 
loss to Davis, but we are not as low as No. 7.”

During the conference Carter criticized presiden- 
tal opponent Senator Edward Kennedy for implying 
the United States had played down the seriousness 
of the Afghanistan invasion. Carter also said 
Kennedy hinted the Soviets might not be the 

culpable party” but the United States might have 
“caused or contributed” to the invasion. 

‘The Soviet Union was concerned with the unrest 
and leaders of Afghanistan,” said History Professor 
Robert Donaldson. He thought the Soviets 
intervened in Afghanistan because the previous 
government had not proved responsive to the them. 
% Donaldson said the Soviets may have thought, 

“Gee, the timing is right if we're going to move and 
consolidate our situation along that border." 

Joe Serna, government professor said if the Rus- 
sians were really after ice - free ports, they could 
have walked through Iran rather than invade 
Afghanistan. He believes the Soviets fear Isiamic 
revoiution more than they want warm - water ports 
or Middie East oil 

“The Russians are very nervous,” Serna said. He 
added that one Soviet Union probiem is the Mosiem 
population on the Soviet's southern borders “grow- 
ing by by leaps and bounds.” 

Dorman suggested the Soviets were striving fora 
Marxist revolution having no grass roots support 
and added they were making “a very bad tactical er- 
ror.” Further, Dorman said the United States gave 
signals including increased proliferation of Polaris 
missiles, a decision to place cruise missiles in 
Europe and uncertain Sait || ratification, that had 
bearing on the Soviet decision 

The Russians did what any other power does 
when other devices won't work,” Fox said 


‘It's unconscionable for any nation to send 
athietes to the capital of a nation under the name of 
the Olympics when that nation is actively involved in 
the invasion and subjugation of innocent people 
said Carter 

He said the boycott was not to punish the Soviets 
but the Soviet Union's propaganda interpreted the 
International Olympic Committee's choice to let the 
games be held in the Soviet Union as an en- 
dorsement of its foreign policy 

Government professor John Livingston said 
“The United States participated in two Olympics 
when we were in Vietnam. We don't look like good 
sports there,” Donaldson said of the boycott 
“Boycotting the Olympics could have more 
boomeranging than advantageous features 

The Afghanistan invasion is likely to have far - 
reaching effects for the future of United States 
foreign and domestic policy. Carter said the draft 
registration would, “marshal additional discussion 
and commitment among the American peopie and a 
realization that the peace is threatened.” 

“Everything that | am trying to do with the 
Congress and others is to take peaceful, preventative 
action to prevent the Soviets from taking further 
steps that will lead to a war.” 

Dorman challenged the idea the United States 
was behind the Soviets in combat readiness. Taking 
into consideration factors like worker productivity 
and economic strength, he feels the United States 
might be better off than it has been taught to believe 
He added sources within the Pentagon toid him 
United States force was “far superior to that of the 
Russians” 

Carter said he thought United States forces to be 
adequate yet could not let the Soviets choose the 
“terrain or tactics" to be used by any other country 








Carter also told the nation the United States 
would not support sending American athietes to the 
Moscow Olympics. Carter backed up the policy by 
saying the United States would not support the 
Olympics after the Feb. 20 deadline even if the

The CSUS computer science 
programming team finished 
second piace in the regional 
National Scholastic Programming 
Contest held in January in Chico, 
Sponsored by the Association for 
Computing Machinery 

This second place win in the 
regional contest qualified the 
CSUS team to compete against 22 
other universities in last week's 
national contest heid in Kansas 
City. The team finished 14th, ac- 
cording to John Clevenger, com- 
puter science advisor for the ACM 
chapier on campus 

The four team members were 
selecied from 24 applicants on the 
basis of their performance in in- 
dividual programming 
competition heid at CSUS in Oc- 
tober because they were the only 
students able to complete any 
problems on the test. Contestants 
in this years’ competition, made up 
primarily of computer science ma- 
jors, were given two difficult 
programming problems and six 
hours in which to solve them, 
Clevenger, program organizer. 
said 


Students able to solve the 
Probiems were considered for the 
team, but most were uneble to 


two who soived only one probiem 
‘But we have to put that in 
perspective,” explained 
Clevenger. “The problems were 
Gifficult, not trivial. They were of a 
nature which | would expect to 
give to a computer science class 
and aliow them a week to soive.” 
The CSUS group, along with the 
team trom Oregon State College, 
first place winners in the regionals, 
represented the Pacific Region 
Only six colleges in the Pacific 
Region, comprised of Northern 
California, Oregon, Washington. 
Alaska and Hawaii, entered this 
year's regional competition. The 
reason for the low turn - out, 
Cievenger said, is that many of the 
colleges do not know about the 
national contest. “We're trying to 
change that, though. We'd like to 
see a lot of colleges, among them 
Berkeley and Stanford, in the 
competition,” he added

Other 
enclosures contain wail - to - wall carpeting, plastic 
mice, Catnip toys and full - length mirrors. Attached 
to the metal grill is what everyone wants and almost 
everyone gets: ribbons. Biue ribbons, purple rib- 
bons, black ribbons, yellow ribbons, red ribbons and 
fancy “Best of " ribbons with intricate bi - color 
satin rosettes and flowing streamers aimost two feet 
long. When you can hardly see the cat because of 
the ribbons on the cage, you have status 

The Sacramento Valley Cat Fanciers Show at Cal 
Expo jast weekend exhibited the best the valley 
and other parts of California — have to offer People 
who exhibit cats seem to develop a single 
mindedness after receiving their first ribbon. It's a 
tangible accolade which pronounces one eight - 
pound ball of fur better than another eight - pound 
ball of fur, and although owners invest thousands of 
Gollars in their cats, they don't compete for money 

Breeder Gerrie Raicevich and her husband Ivan 
own JoLee Cattery, located in Millbrae, California 
Her speciality is Himalayans, gorgeous powder - puff 
cats bred from Siamese and Persians. A Himalayan 
is white except for pale tan Siamese markings on the 
face, tail and feet. Her current top winner has rare 
pale violet - blue eyes in contrast to the majority of 
Himalayans, who have brown eyes Gerri has 
invested “$10,000, easily” in her hobby

‘but the internal revenue does Today her 
prizewinner is daintily guiping boned chicken At 
first glance the cat looks perfectly normal until you 
realize there is a paper plate around its neck. “To 
keep it from licking itself,” Gerri expiains She also 
washes and biow dries the cats every weekend 

Although a $160 food bill for her numerous 
felines may seem extravagant, it’s the transportatior 
costs, hotel rooms and entry fees which cost over 
$100 per week for each show she and her 
Himalayans attend 

Gerri has trained her cats to use newspaper 
instead of a litter box because of the ease of cleanup 
and the c#retulness with which an owner must watch 
a pet for a urinary infection. “Especially with amale 
she says. “if there’s no moisture you know someth- 
ing is wrong." Some breeders even use disposable 
diapers in the litter boxes. Signs on every cage an- 
nounce “Do not touch,” or “If | don't bite, my master 
will" Owners are rightfully cautious about stray 
bacteria and germs wandering into their pet's 
habitat An expensive investment that took five or six 
controlled breedings to achieve is a carefully 
guarded animal 

The breeders also bring pictures of their other 
cats to shows. It’s not unusual to find a large album 
displaying a catteries’ winners sitting open on top of 
a cage along with Q - Tips and gentile eye washes 
Some folks just bring a photo or two of their favorite 
cats. Rosalie Kline, for instance, brought a5 - by - 7 
glossy of one of her “retired” cats, and an 8 - by - 10 
of a female “who isn't show quality, but gave me a 
champion kitten so she's worth every penny | spent 
on her.” 

Rosalie's speciality is Burmese. Her current show 
cat is nine months old and “coming into his own.” He 
has won aimost a dozen ribbons in his last two 
shows, and she hopes he will become a grand cham- 
pion. She owns a cattery in Danville, and competes 
almost every weekend. Like Gerri, she also con- 
siders her cattery a hobby

What makes a 
cat purr-fect? 


A complicated system categorizes show cats 
for competition. Basically, it depends on the cat's 
S€x, age and breed. Kittens enter the kitten sec 
tion as early as four months, but after eight mon- 
ths they must enter the open category, or the 
premiereship if they are neutered or spayed. Cats 
who win six first places in these lower divisions 
become champions, or premiers if neutered 











When a cat accumulates 200 points of these 
middie division points it graduates to grand 
champion status, the highest honor 











The prestigious “Best of " awards are given 
by a judge to the cats she/he has found most 
outstanding in the ring on that particular day. The 
Standard system awards five Best of Show rib- 
bons, from fifth to first. In addition there is the 
Best Grand Champion, Best Champion, Best 
Premier and Best Premiership awards 









In the new experimentai system, which two 
judges used at the Sacramento Vailey Cat Fan- 
ciers Show, cats take Best of Show ribbons from 
tenth to first place 






In a basic intrabreed competition, for exampte 
ai! Burmese kittens, ribbons are given for first 
second and third piaces. There is a special ribbon 
for Best of Breed. Additionally, kittens and cats 
May win a first or second in Best of Color

Ricki was So impressed by 118 in fact, thatinthe 
Best of awards, the little Abbysinian won both 
the ‘Best Grand Champion” and the “Best Cat” for 
the shorthair interbreed competition. The handier 
was so pleased that she forgot to get both her 
awards, and the audience calied her back to pick up 
her other orange and yellow ribbon stamped with 
the judge's name, the competition, and the title of 
the honor. One lady in the audience commente 
quietly that the champion's owner looked rather lik 
her cat, “kind of skinny and reddish.” 


Not everyone who enters a competition is a 
professional breeder with a cattery. Stephanie 
Gregory came from Fresno just for fun to enter Nina 
Chivas Rega! in the Burmese competition. Nina is 
relaxing in her height of fashion B. Kliban decorated 
cage after a hard day's work. An orange second Best 
of Color ribbon decorates her cage. This is the first 
contest that Stephanie and her husband have 
attended, and she will definitely enter ner Burmese 
in more shows.

Where you find numerous cats you will also find 
someone selling cat lover accessories. The first floor 
of Building C is full of piush cat beds, catnip toys, ci! 
treats, cat combs, litter boxes, cat T - shirts, sham- 
poo and creme rinse, eye washes, medication far 
fleas and hairbails, documents for the recording of 
breeding lines, “Do Not Touch" cage signs, and a 
myriad assortment of other items.
